Respectfally report that they éxamined, under oath, all avail- 
able witnesses. considered the correspondence between the state 
printer, the secretary of state and other parties, and the report 
of the state printer submitted at this session, herewith annexed, 
and they find, from the evidence, that the state printer bas acted 
in good faith toward the state; that a remarkable catalogue of 
unforseen, and i unavoidable accidents. have inter- 
vened to prevent him from obtaining the paper upon which to 
print the work. Your committee are eonvinced that the 
work has not been intentionally delayed. from any motive of 
speculation or personal gain, on the part of Mr. Pittock. It 
appears that the code. commissioner has been prompt in the 
discharge of his duties. and no delay has been occasioned by 
want of copy. One cause of the failure of Mr. Pittock. in getting 
his paper, was the uncertainty of the provision of the law for 
the payment of the paper nsed in- the printing, it being left in 
uncertainty, whether the state was to pay Mr. Pittock for the 
paper as it is furnished, or not until atter the same is used in 
printing. Mr. Pittock, taking the tormor view of the law, made 
a conditional purchase. through Mr. A. G. Walling, ns agent, of 
Messrs. Brooks & Co., at San Francisco, of two hundred reams 
of paper. and promised to pay cash for the same within thirty 
days. One hundred and thirty-four reams of paper wad re- 
oeived by Mr. Pittock on said contract, in due season. IIe ap- 
plied to the secretary of state to get his warrant on the state 
tor the price of the paper received, depending on the warrants 
to enable him to make his payments. The secretary of state, 
believing that he was not authorized by law, to do so until the 
printing was done, refused to issue the warrants. Whether his 
construction of the law was correct or not, the failure of Mr. 
Pittock in obtaining his Warrants for the paper furnished. 
worked a hardship to him and prevented him from fulfilling 
bis agreement with Brooks & Co.. and obtaining the full supply 
of paper from them. ; = 8 

four committee believe that. in justice, the paper should ho 
paid for by the state as it is furnished, yet they do not presume 
to pass upon the legal construction of the statute. While your

committee accord to the state printer credit for purity and hon- 
esty of purpose, and feel warranted in contradicting the whole- 
sale charges of peculation and wrong which have been made 
against bim, they do think that to his want of foresight and 
lack of en aß must, in part, be attributed the tedious delay in the 
printing of the eode aud the general laws. The difficulties and 
accidents which he met at every step were traly extraordinary 
and unlooked for, yet they might and should have been over- 
come. 

Your committee are pleased to state that three thousand ¢op- 
ies of the work, as fur as eight hundred pages, have been printed, 
und is on excellent white paper, with new type, and 39 far as 
completed, is executed in a superior manner. The paper for its 
completion is now in the hands of the state printer. They are 
assured that the work will be completed in thirty days of work- 
ing time; but in consequence of some delay that will necessarily 
be occassioned by reading-the proof and revising the index, the 
time may be extended to sixty days. 

In conclusion, your committee can only recommend that the 
public will make due allowance for the obstacles to be overcome, 
and withhold their censure; that the state printer shall have 
an opportunity yet to complete the work, and by bis zeal aud 
energy in the future to make amends for the past.
